PROGRAMME NOTES 
Sonata Octavi Toni Giovanni Gabrieli 


Composed for two antiphonal brass choirs, this piece is from the 
collection Sacrae Symphoniae published 1597 in Venice. 


Overture in C, Op. 24 Felix Mendelssohn 


Mendelssohn composed this Overture in Cfor wind band in the 
summer of 1824 (at the age of fifteen) while at the seaside resort 
of Doberan on the Baltic. The wind band in residence at the 
resort prompted Mendelssohn to compose the piece for a 
summer concert. 


Water Music Suite George Friderick Handel 


Handel composed this suite for winds in 1715 for a celebration that 
took place in boats on the Thames. Originally composed for 
oboes, bassoons, trumpets, horns and tympani, the Water Music 
became immensely popular and was transcribed for many 
different instrumental combinations. This version for modern 
instruments was prepared by Hershey Kay for the Goldman Band 
in 1950. 


Fanfare for Nine Trumpets Gustav Ciamaga 


This piece was composed by Faculty of Music composer Gustav 
Ciamaga in 1974. Subtitled, For the birthday of Monsieur Arban, it 
was first performed by the trumpet choir under Stephen 
Chennetie in 1975. 


Concerto for Percussion Darius Milhaud 


This was premiered under the composer’s direction at the Palais 
des Beaux-Arts in Brussels in 1930. He describes it as a ‘rough and 
dramatic work’ and composed it as an examination piece for 
percussion students. 


Octet for Saxophones Walter Hartley 


This Octet was composed in 1980 and dedicated to Sigurd 
Rascher and his saxophone ensemble. 


Brass Cats Chris Hazell 


This is a suite of four musical depictions of Hazell’s favourite cats. 
Our two choices are described by him as follows: ‘Mr. Jums is a 
ginger Tom, scruffy but affectionate; Black Sam looks and purrs 
like a New Orleans gospel singer’. This suite was written for the 
Philip Jones Brass Ensemble.
